It has become quite apparent that 
many, if not most, Hamlin taxpayers 
have been upset by the increase in 
their tax valuations by the city. What 
most of them have failed to realize or 
at least failed to understand is that 
the 
city 
has 
adopted 
the 
sam e 
valuations as the school and county 
and will lower the tax rate so that the 
average tax bill will be about the 
sam e as before. 
There will be som e cases where the 
taxpayer s taxes will be higher under 
the new system and som e will be 
lower but the intent is for the average 
to be about the sam e. 
It is doubtful if there ever has been 
a valuation or rendering system that 
does not have its flaws but at least 
under this new system a piece of 
property will be valued the sam e by 
the state, county, school and city For 
a number of years now only the city’s 
valuations have been different from 
the others and this will bring them all 
in line. 
About the only consolation that we 
can offer you if your city valuations 
are raised very much (as part of ours 
were) and your tax bill increases 
after the rates are lowered, is that 
you probably have been getting a 
bargain in the past. 


One more honor has been bestowed 
upon one of our fine high school 
athletes as Bill Cork has been named 
to the Texas All State Track Team. 
Our congratulations to Bill on this 
high honor Apparently from reading 
the AP newstory, Bill and only one 
other boy from all of West Texas was 
so honored.

The two problems holding 
up the action seem to be: where to 
locate and the money. 
Naturally, since it would generate a 
little income, everyone seem s to want 
it located in their community. We 
would like to see it located in Hamlin 
but in all honesty we find it hard to 
make a very good case for it here. 
While the logical place might be in 
Anson, 
we 
would 
have 
to 
favor 
Stamford for the sim ple reason they 
are the ones who have done all the 
work in getting the county eligible

Marshall Stewart, 
pastor of the Hamlin Nazarene 
Church, said his community

would tx* better if no action was 
taken at this time 
Joe Ford. Hamlin mayor, said 
he had learned only last week of 
the plan and said that although 
he knew little he would not 
oppose the establishment of the 
clinic 
T he Rev. 
L a rry 
T ho m as 
represented Stamford at 
the 
hearing He answ ered many of 
the questions which cam e up 
and explained that Stamford 
had offered a building 
the old 
clinic 
along with necessary 
equipment. 
Dalrus Dean and Mrs. Gerry 
i/ocke, m anager of the Anson 
Chamber of 
Commerce, 
a p ­ 
peared in favor of the proposal 
an d 
said 
th a t 
Anson 
w as 
prepared to offer a building 
Thirty days 
ago, 
a 
large 
delegation from Stamford and 
Anson a p p e a re d before the 
commissioners, asking that the 
county request that a clinic be 
set up in the county Tad Cor­ 
bett, director of outreach for the 
Big Spring state hospital, was 
present at the meeting and 
outlined what the clinic would 
offer the citizens of the county 
and the costs involved 
As an ou tg ro w th of this 
meeting, Commissioners Tom 
Boyd and I’ A Lynn went with 
County Judge Leon Thurman to 
visit the clinic at Sweetwater 
They re p o rte d th ey w ere 
impressed with the work being 
done there but were surprised 
that during the time they were 
present, no patients showed up 
Ford wanted to know who sets 
up standards for the buildings 
and who does the hiring To both 
questions he was told this was 
done by the outreach d e p a rt­ 
ment of the hospital 
In most 
in stan ces local 
people a re 
employed 
At 
Sweetwater, it 
was explained, the clinic oc­ 
cupies seven rooms in an old 
bank building now owned by the 
County. 
The question was asked as to 
whether or not people from 
Jones County can go to other 
counties and Lynn reported that 
he had learned that 
several 
from Hawley had been going to 
Sweetwater Thomas said that 


several 
from 
Stamford 
had 
gone to Haskell but their work 
load is too heavy to care for any 
out of county patients. 
Haskell also is in another 
district, it w»as brought out, 
Haskell being in Wichita Falls 
or what is known as the Vernon 
District while Jones is in the Big 
Spring district. 


Stewart emphasized that he 
was not opposed to the clinic but 
he did want more information 
He said he wras not altogether 
pleased va ith work being done at 
Big Spring but 
was told he 
needed to look at work being 
done by the outreach clinics 
Stewart did suggest that the 
clinic would reach people before 
they get to the point where they 
need to go to the state hospital 
and that the the clinics would 
help with these people after 
they return home 
C o m m issio n e r 
Boyd 
of 
Stamford 
said 
that 
often 
a 
person can be released from a 
state hospital if there is an 
outreach clinic to which they 
can go for treatm ent. 


The legislature apprently is 
sold on the program , Thomas 
pointed out because they have 
doubled the amount of money 
allocated for this purpose in the 
next two years. 
C o m m issio n e r 
J. 
E. 
T ou chsto ne 
said 
he 
had 
received calls from people who 
were opposed to the clinic He 
said the court has been asked by 
the grand jury to nam e deputy 
sheriffs for Hamlin and for 


Stam ford and this would cost a 
lot of money 
“ We try to hold down taxes 
for I he people but if we do all the 
things we are asked to do, we 
c a n ’t do this,” he said 
"Ap­ 
proving the clinic would open 
the door to many other things,” 
he concluded 
Thomas replied that it simply 
is a m atter of priorities and that 
m any people favor the clinic 
and it would be of benefit to 
m any people. 
Stewart voiced the opinion 
that apprently a lot of work has 
been done on the project but it 
appeared that Hamlin cam e in a 
little late 
Thomas then ex­ 
plained that much preliminary 
work had to be done to get a 
clinic approved for the county. 
This has been done and the 
target date is Sept I for getting 
the clinic in operation 
It was explained by Judge 
T h u rm a n th at 
C o rb ett had 
recom mended that a committee 
of two persons from each of the 
three m ajor comm unities be 
named with Corbett being the 
seventh person. This comm ittee 
would select the site 
"Because I imagine I will 
send the m ajority of persons to 
the clinic and because my office 
is in Anson, I probably would 
favor Anson.” the judge said

City Council Sets 


Tax Rate At $1.20 


T he H am lin City Council 
voted Monday evening to lower 
the city ’s tax rate from $150 to 
SI 20 per hundred valuation. In 
previous action the city council 
voted to adopt the valuation 
system used by the Hamlin 
Independent School District and 
to increase the valuation from 
36 percent to 50 percent. 
During the past week the 
Board of Equalization sent out 
n o tices to p ro p e rty o w n e rs 
in d ica tin g this in c r e a s e 
in 
valuation Both Mayor Joe Ford 
and City Tax Assessor Johnny 
Steele said this week that a 
great m any citizens have ex­ 
pressed their concern over the 
increase in valuations. 
B ut. both men pointed out that 
in most cases there would be 
very little if any increase in 
taxes 
with 
the 
lower 
rate. 
Mayor Ford said that it was 
necessary for the city to adopt 
the sam e values as the school 
district 
for 
the 
two 
taxing 
agencies to combine their tax 
offices He pointed out that this 
should ultimately bring about a 
saving to both the city and 
school taxpayers. 
A random check of several 
pieces of property within the 
city showed some increasing as 
much 
as 
$14.58 
and 
others 
lowered as much as $4.29. 
The amount of taxes on the 
p ro p e rty 
is 
fig u red 
by 
multiplying the old valuation by 
$1 50 and the new valuation bv 
$1.20. The difference between 
the two figures is the amount 
the taxes will go up or down 
One piece of property picked 
at random was valued at $3,630 
and was increased to *4 470 


L ast 
y e a r ’s 
ta x e s on

property were $54.45 and the 
taxes this year will be $53.64. a 
net 
dot r e a s e 
of Kl 
cents. 
Another piece of property was 
valued at $r>.04(i and was in­ 
creased to $7,515 
The taxes 
were $75.60 and will bt $90 18.

In 
a n o t h e r c a s e 
the 
old 
valuation was $6,050 and the 
new valuation is $7,205 In this 
case the taxes will be lowered 


from $90.75 to $86 46, a net 
decrease of $4 29 
Overall, the city will receive 
about IO percent more income 
under the new valuations and 
rate than it did under the old 
valuation and rate Mayor F ord 
said that this would about make 
up for increases needed in the 
city’s budget for the coming 
year caused by rising costs, 
wages and other inflationary 
expenses.
